BE SOLD TO TOURISTS. 


The sale to tourists and others of 


orange blossoms which have attached 
to them leaves infested with fly or 
other injurious insects, is not approv 
ed by the state plant board. In dts 
cussing this matter, Wllmon Newell 
plant commissioner, says: 


"There are large sections of the 


state In which the white fly does not 
occur and even many of the common 
scale insects are not generally pres- 
ent in all sections of Florida. Many 
of these pests can be disseminated by 
the sale of orange blossoms which 
have 
Infested leaves 
attached .to 


them, for these bouquets are fre- 
quently 
carried 
considerable 
dis- 


tances by the purchasers before be- 
ing discarded.

Precautions Urged by Scientist*. 


"The committee believes tbat some

Any 
relatively Inexpensive measures which 
tend to arrest tbe present active slides 
or which promise to reduce the charge 
against maintenance of the canal In 
the future are therefore fully war- 
ranted." 


The committee believes that every 


available and practicable device should 
be used to turn rain from ground tbat 
Ic sliding and prevent its entering ad- 
jacent ground, and It suggests the fol- 
lowing measures: 


"The committee believes tbat threat- 


ening ground bordering tbe slides, qul 
esceut slides and. so far as practicable, 
active.slides themselves, should be suf- 
ficiently covered with vegetation to 
prevent surface wash. 


"Before extensive movements of the 


ground occur warning is frequently 
given by the Irppearance of cracks pe- 
ripheral to the coming slide. As soon 
the great purpose for which the water 
way was constructed is assured In the 
near future, according to tbe finding 
of the committee of scientists appoint- 
ed by the National Academy of Scl 
ences at the request of President Wil- 
son to Investigate tbe problem. 


A summary of a preliminary report 


by the committee was made public at 
the White House. Excessive rainfall 
waa found to be one of the chief causes 
for the slides, and control of the fall 
Ing water was the most Important rem 
edy suggested. The committee made 
detailed recommendations for the pre- 
vention of slides in future. 


"The committee looks to the future 


of the canal with confidence," the re- 
port declares. "It Is not unmindful of 
tbe labor necessary to deal with tbe 
present slides, and it realizes that 
slides may be a considerable but not 
an unreasonably large maintenance 
charge upon the canal for a number of 
years 
It also realizes tbat trouble In

SHOOT AWAY $24,000,000. 


Tremendous Cast ef War Illustrated by 


the Battle ef Verdun. 


If the estimate of 2,000,000 shells Is 


approximately the number fired In the 
great Verdun battle the financial out- 
lay to the contending armies for arttl 
lery ammunition alone has been at 
least $20,000,000 to $24,000,000. 


This estimate of army ordnance ex 


pens is based on tbe theory tbat tbe 
bulk of the fighting has been done 
"with 75 centimeter field gups. 
In- 


asmuch as the Germans have made use 
of a considerable number of large field- 
pieces and siege guns, tbe cost in artil- 
lery ammunition probably has been 
conslderabh more than $24.000,000. 


As the caliber of a gun increases the 


cost per round multiplies rapidly. The 
bilge German guns n-Iifch demolished 
the Liege fortifications and shelled 
Dunkirk from « distance of twenty 
miles or more hurl projectiles that cost 
man> hundreds of dollars, the exact 
figures not being known. 


In addition to the enormous cost of 


artillery ammunition used In the Ver- 
dun fight, many millions of rounds of 
small arms ammunition have been con- 
sumed, the outlay for hospital service 
has been excessively high, while tbe 
loss of effective fighting units has been 
enormous on both sides.

* DEATH PENALTY FOR DESERTION 
+ 
OF MILITARY POST IN TIME OF WAR 


PABIS, April 8.—K in the country 


near the rear of the French battl 
line you see an unmarked soldier* 
crave, with no cross, or wreath abov 
it, most likely it is the last resting 
place of an executed man. 


Discipline is strict m war time 


Each French division has a regular 
permanent court martial attached tc 
it, which collects evidence of military 
crimes, tries offenders and carries ou 
sentences. 


One of the officers of such a court 


martial was Induced to talk about his 
sombre duties, he said: 


"You must remember that armies 


today are made up of millions of men 
men of all shades and colors of polit 
ical sentiments and religious creeds— 
Anarchists and Socialists, Republicans 
and Royalists, Atheists and Ultramon 
tanes, Jews and Mohammedans 
Out 


of this material we have welded to- 
gether an army the like of which the 
world has never seen 
And this ap- 


plies equally to our Allies, and no less 
to our enemies 


"In these armies absolute obedience 


is demanded of every man, and a high 
plane of Intelligent efficiency is requir- 
ed of the individual in order that he 
may maintain the standard of discip- 
line of modern armies Yet when I tell 
yon that during the eighteen months 
of war I have ben continuously occu- 
pied in my present functions with my 
division, and we have brought before 
the court martial only 315 men, of 
whom 15 have been executed and 9, 
who received capital sentences, par- 
doned, you can see for yourself the 
astonishingly fine discipline of our ar- 
mies 


"You 
should perhaps fie surprised, 


but most of our cases are 
due to 


thoughtlessness on the part of the 
'pollu' Every soldier knows that to 
abandon his post in tbe face of the 
enemy, no matter for how brief a mo 
ment, is punishable by death, and 
some times the best of men have been 
shot for this seemingly small breach 
of discipline, which, nevertheless, is 
the most heinous crime in the whole 
military code. 


"I well recall our first court martial 


of a case of this kind. We were new 
to the business ourselves, but it was a 
flagrant breach, and to check its repi- 
titlon it had to be dealt with accord- 
ing to the code of war The man was 
duly tried and sentenced 
I went to 


his lockup and read the death sen 
tence to him. 
He listened without 


seeming to understand what had taken 
place and that he was condemned to 
die. 


"That night I instructed an officer 


to call for a firing squad. Our firing 


squads are always composed of TO! 
unteers—twelve men. Not a man vol 
unteered for the task. We had to 
commandeer a squad. 


"The prisoner was marched out a 


dawn, stood quietly facing the levelled 
rifles, and died without faltering, 
am sure he never realized the gravity 
of his offense 
But war is war Now 


it is different. The men know the 
value of discipline, know that a breach 
of discipline will endanger the livei 
of their comrades or even the safety 
of France and though breaches of this 
kind still occur, they are met in a 
different spirit Now if I call for a 
firing squad fifty men at once volun 
teer to do the work. 
Fortunately 


the occasions are rare 


'Is the family notified that a man 


has been executed*" the interviewer 
asked 


'Yes and no," the officer 
replied 


"The French code is peculiar, Noti 
fication of death is sent to the family 
soon after the execution as though 
the man had died in action. 
Then 


three months later the 
family re- 


ceives a notice from the local mili- 
tary authorities demanding the pay- 
ment of the sum of twelve francs fifty 
five centimes—the expenses of the 
execution 
But otherwise there is no 


publicity. The grave is not marked 
officially, but a record is kept, so that 
t will not be difficult to locate it later 
on 


'Breaches of discipline towards su 


perior officers are unknown chiefly be- 
cause we form one big family at the 
ront 
The men are so well looked 


after by their officers that they are as 
. rule beloved by them. 'Mon lieuten 
.nt,' 'mon captains," are not hollow 
ihrases, but express vividly the true 
elatlons between the men and their 
uperlors 
"In every regiment there are one or 


wo to whom military service is uncon- 
enial 
Some are nervous, others cow- 


rds, others what you might call *con- 
cientlous objectors,' but France takes 
o notice of the whims or beliefs of 
he individual, and when the life of the 
atlon is at stake every able-bodied 


man, 
be he priest or puritan, must go 


nto the ranks with the rest 


'These men who are sick of the 


ranches spend their time devising 
means to get away 
The easiest way 


o get an honorable discharge, they 
eem to think, is to wound themselves 
—shoot off their trigger finger and the 


ke This is a capital offense In time 
f war. 
"But 
the case I refer to Is that of a 


oung lieutenant who was married 
hree days before the outbreak of the 
war 
He 
was a gallant young 


oldler, 
a fearless 
officer 
But 


after » few v*ek* b* became 
homesick, lovealek, or what you will. 
To get back to hi* wife was his 
one desire. 
Months passed and he 


could not get leave, so he took mat- 
ters In nil own hands and drove a 
bullet through his left forearm 
He 


did not atop to think that It would 
soon be discovered that his wound 
had been caused by a French bul- 
let 


"He was court-martlalled and sen- 


tenced to be executed. I read the 
death sentence, and a few hours lat- 
er a pardon reached us, but the lieut- 
enant knew his duty and fell fighting 
in the field without ever seeing his 
wife again. 


"One 
must love no one but one's 


country in time of war."

The statement has bean com 
piled as an answer to Inquiries- aa to 
the manner or distribution end the re- 
liability of the persons co-operating 
with the committee hi the war tone. 


Russia baa so far received tl.086,000 


of this money, the amount having been 
gent through Kubn, Loeb & Co. to the 
Aw>v Don bank of Petrograd for the 
Jewish Colonization association. Th 
money has then been turned over t 
the central relief committee of Petro- 
grad. which Is composed of 100 repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish community 
there. 
Before the evacuation of Rus- 


sian Poland. Lithuania, etc.. By tb 
Russian troops the relief was dlstrlbut 
ed through the COO co-operative socie- 
ties established by the Colonization 
association In the various towns and 
villages. 
These societies bad been 


serving the Jewish people as savings 
and loan associations and were wel 
adapted to the distribution of relief.

$600,000 has thus far been sent to M 
M. Warburg & Co. of Hamburg an 
has been expended under the direction 
of Das JnedlBChe Hllfskomlte foe 
Polen. 


Maxlmllllan Paul Bchlff Is acting a 


the personal representative 
of the 


American fcoinmlttee in Vienna, and 
(430,000 has been sent to him. He ha 
distributed this amount in co-opera 
tion with the Israelltische Alllanz cu 
Wlen. The American committee has 
already sent to Palestine 1109,243 to 
general relief and $5,000 for soup kltch 
ens in Jerusalem and contributed $90, 
506 toward provisioning the U. S. S 
Vulcan, which was sent out to Pales 
tine as a food ship last March. Cntl 
recently all funds were forwarded to 
Dr. Arthur Ruppln. head of the Palas- 
Hnfl-Amt at Jaffa, who distributed the 
money among various local commit 
tees.

They ar 
cheap and can be easily had. Se

papers. 


And the velvet beans and th 


Chinese bean will give good shad- 
quickly. The Chinese is or.c -)f tin 
best because it will grow late. Thes 
may be planted as soon as the groun 
is 
warm. Seeds 
may be obtained 


from farmers or seedsmen. 


The best vines for shade are amoni 


the 
perennials, according to Mr 


Halma. Of these the trumpet vine 
or 
Bignouia venusta and the pin] 


Antignbn leptopus are good. The 
trumpet vine can stand a lower tern 
perature and more j shade than the 
pink 
vine. Both sprout 
again in 


spring. Numerous other vines adapt 
ed to Florida are listed in Florida 
lursery catalogs.

There are two classes of sins—at 


least two—sins of omission and tins 
of commission. If there's any differ- 
ence in the results of the two, it 
would be hard to discover it, and 
really it wouldn't be worth while to 
try. Whether either is the more for- 
givable is a deep psychological prob- 
lem, 
too profound and too uncertain 


to be worried about. 


But in health matters it is probable 


that the things we might do and don't 
do, bring worse troubles and more 
of them, than our aggressive offenses. 
That these passive offenses—the kind 
that comes by failing to do what we 
ought—are sinful is ' shown in their 
effects against ourselves and against 
our neighbors. 


It is a moral wrong to suffer from 


a disease that may be prevented, be- 
cause it is a moral obligation to .our 
neighbors and to the community that 
we shall always be at the high 1' 
of producing efficiency. It is a 
wrong that we shall communi< 
to others a disease that shall 1< 
their highest efficiency. It is a 
ter of time somewhere in the fut 
when the best sentiment of the s 
and nation will recognize this prac- 
tical 
relationship between preve 


able diseases and private morals. • 


These facts apply to no disease; 


all general in Florida with stronger 
emphasis than malaria. 
It is com- 


municable 
from one 
individual: to 


another 
through mosquito carried 


parasites. It is exhausting and ener- 
vating. It causes immense loss of 
physical energy and mental efficienw/i 
and the resulting economic lossivis 
uselessly large—useless, because un- 
necessary. 


In Florida, as elsewhere, its rava- 


ges are greater in the warm months 
of the year because in these months 
the mosquito is more active. Indi- 
cations in certain sections of the 
state point to the possibility, even 
the probability, that the disease Is 
likely io .be unusually prevalent dur- 
ing the approaching summer, and now 
is the time to start the active fight 
against these probabilities. 


During the colder months, when the 


mosquito is not active as a disease 
carrier, the seeds ot the malady are 
preserved more or less quiescent, in 
the bodies of the human victims, to 
be revived by the heat of the spring 


summer, making tht patient the 


source of infection. 
/ 


There are two reliable ways of pre- 


venting the spread of malaria. One 
is by curing it.' The remedy Is sim- 
ple and sure and every Florida doctor 
knows it and can administer it ef- 
fectively. The other way is to pre- 
vent the inocculation ot the mosquito, 
which absorbs the parasite laden 
blood by attacking the patient and 
transfers it when he—or rather, she 
bites the next victim. 


In other words, keep the mosquito 


from the patient and protect every- 
body from the 
mosquito. 
Medical 


scientists have become intimately ac- 
quainted with this particular mos- 
quitomand they know the habits of her 
daily life. 
They have discovered 


that she, like burglars, wildcats, bats 
and owls, works at night, although 
the mosquito begins operations In the 
late afternoon and just before sun- 
set She has no liking for the bright 
light and heat of the full day.

"Undisturbed and threatened areas 


near the slides should be thoroughly 
drained both by surface and by tile 
drainage, to keep as much water out 
of them as possible, for they may be 
come unstable, and they may supply 
water to the slides. 


"A complete system of open drains 


should be established on the great 
slides and the water carried away as 
dlreotlj as possible 


"Drainage bv menns of tunnels might 


be adapted to a few special cases, but 
should be tiled with caution and ex- 
tended only In i ases which promise re- 
sults commensuiate with the cost." 


In summing up the history of the 


present slides the <oinmittee concludes

This is the nat 


ural consequent of the fact that by 
far the dpepcM part of the canal cut 
Is in this distrk t. a-irt that the weakest 
of the geolosi al foiui itioiis. fie Cuca 
racha. is ^troni-'li 'I*1*'J'"|H'<1 hnre 
navigation through the canul Is not 
likely again to be seriously interrupt 
ed. There is absolutely no justifica- 
tion for tbe statement that traffic will 
be repeatedly interrupted during long 
periods for years to come. Tbe canal 
will serve the great purpose for which 
It was constructed, and the realization 
of that purpose In the near future is 
assured. 


Precaution! Urged by Scientist*. 


"The committee believes that some 


sliding ground will continue to enter 
the canal for several yean to come, 
though in diminishing amounts. Any 
relatively Inexpensive measures which 
tend to arrest tbe present active slides 
or which promise to reduce tbe charge 
against maintenance of the canal In 
the future are therefore fully war- 
ranted." 


The committee believes that every 


available and practicable device should 
be used to turn rain from ground that 
Ic sliding and prevent its entering ad- 
jacent ground, and It suggests the fol- 
lowing measures: 


"The committee believes that threat- 


ening ground bordering tbe slides, qul 
esceut slides and. so far as practicable, 
active.slides themselves, should be suf- 
ficiently covered with vegetation to 
prevent surface wash. 


"Before extensive movements of the 


ground occur warning Is frequently 
given by the Appearance of cracks pe- 
ripheral to tbe coming slide. As soon 
me great purpose for which the water 
way was constructed is assured In the 
near future, according to tbe finding 
of the committee of scientists appoint- 
ed by the National Academy of Sci 
ences at the request of President Wil- 
son to Investigate tbe problem. 


A summary of a preliminary report 


by the committee was made public at 
the White House. Excessive rainfall 
was found to be one of tbe chief causes 
for the slides, and control of the fall 
Ing water was the most Important rem 
edy suggested. Tbe committee made 
detailed recommendations for the pre- 
vention of slides in future. 


"Tbe committee looks to the future 


of the canal with confidence," tbe re- 
port declares. "It Is not unmindful of 
tbe labor necessary to deal with the 
present slides, and it realizes that 
slides may be a considerable but not 
an unreasonably large maintenance 
charge upon the canal for a number of 
years 
It also realizes that trouble In 


the Culebra district may possibly again 
close the canal. Nevertheless the com 
mittee firmly believes that after the 
present dlfllcultlcs have been overcome

Verdun Chief Did Not Step Wh*n Told 


of His Bay'* Wound*. 


A most pathetic Incident of the bat 


tie of Verdun has just been reported 
It begins with tbe following telephone 
conversation: 


"Hello! Is that the farm? Who is 


speaking?" 


"This is the post commander talking." 
"How many men have yon there?" 
"Fifteen." 
"Leave your senior sergeant In charge 


of the redoubt 
Take eight men and 


cut off a strong German patrol which 
has just entered the wood, but look out 
for a cross fire. Report to me Imme 
dlately on your return." 


This conversation occurred at mid 


night An hour later the German pa 
trol had been annihilated, and the pick 
et returned to tbe redoubt, carrying a 
lieutenant mortally wounded The post 
commander sprang to tbe telephone: 


"Hello! 
The coup succeeded, but 


Lieutenant X. is dying. Can you lend 
a doctor?" 


An exclamation of grief came from 


the other end of the line. There was a 
pause, then an Impassive voice was 
heard saying: 


"Never mind the doctor. Run Imme- 


diately to tbe dugouts. Tbe Germans 
are about to attack. I am sending you 
three platoons of re-enforcements." 


A pause ensued, and then the same 


voice resumed in broken tones: 


"Hello! Are yon still there? Kiss 


Lieutenant X. for me. He la my son

SHOOT AWAY $24,000,000. 


Trwrmndou* Ce*t of War Illustrated by 


th* Battl* of Verdun. 


If the estimate of 2,000,000 shells Is 


approximately the number fired In the 
great Verdun battle the financial out- 
lay to the contending armies for artil 
lery ammunition alone has been at 
least $20,000,000 to $24,000,000. 


This estimate of army ordnance ex 


perts Is based on tbe theory that tbe 
bulk of the fighting has been done 
"with 75 centimeter field gups. 
In- 


asmuch as the Germans have made use 
of a considerable number of large field- 
pieces and siege guns, tbe cost In artil- 
lery ammunition probably has been 
consldcrabh more than $24.000,000. 


As the caliber of a gun increases the 


cost per round multiplies rapidly. The 
huge German guns which demolished 
the Liege fortifications and shelled 
Dunkirk from « distance of twenty 
miles or more hurl projectiles that cost 
man> hundreds of dollars, the exact 
figures not being known. 


In addition to the enormous cost of 


artillery ammunition used In the Ver- 
dun fight, many millions of rounds of 
small arms ammunition have been con- 
sumed, tbe outlay for hospital service 
has been excessively high, while tbe 
loss of effective fighting units has been 
enormous on both sides.

From America

The Von Muellers are one of the old- 


est famlile* in Prussia. But there have 
been spendthrifts In the family* men 
who despised the making of money 
and who have had no other profession 
than the army, which, to gay the least, 
la not lucrative.

VELVET BEANS GOOD 


FOR COVER CROP. 


Those fanners who want a cover 


crop to grow among trees should 
consider early velvet beans. A crop 
that does not climb the trees is de- 
sirable. 
For this reason cowpeas are 


frequently used. But their seed are 
subject to weevil, and several fung- 
ous diseases injure them. Then, too, 
most of them are subject to root 
knot. 


Velvet beans are liable to few dis- 


eases and insect enemies, except the 
caterpillar; and if early varieties are 
planted early they will escape even 
this. For trove planting. John Bell- 
Ing, assistant botanist to the ^nlrer- 
slty of Florida experiment ' station, 
recommends several eaily foans. The 
Ant Is.the OeortJa, (called

Discipline IB strict in war time 


Each French division has a regular 
permanent court martial attached to 
It, which collects evidence of military 
crimes, tries offenders and carries ou 
sentences. 


One of the officers of such a court 


martial was induced to talk about his 
sombre duties, he said: 


"You must remember that armies 


today are made up of millions of men 
men of all shades and colors of pollt 
leal sentiments and religious creeds — 
Anarchists and Socialists, Republicans 
and Royalists, Atheists and Ultramon 
tanes, Jews and Mohammedans 
Out 


of this material we have welded to- 
gether an army the like of which the 
world has never seen 
And this ap- 


plies equally to our Allies, and no less 
to our enemies 


"In these armies absolute obedience 


is demanded of every man, and a high 
plane of Intelligent efficiency is requir- 
ed of the individual in order that he 
may maintain the standard of discip- 
line of modern armies Yet when I tell 
you that during the eighteen months 
of war I have ben continuously occu 
pied in my present functions with my 
division, and we have brought before 
the court martial only 315 men, of 
whom 15 have been executed and 9, 
who received capital sentences, par- 
doned, you can see for yourself the 
astonishingly fine discipline of our ar- 
mies 


"You 
should perhaps be surprised, 


but most of our cases are 
due to 


thoughtlessness on the part of the 
'poilu ' Every soldier knows that to 
abandon his post in the face of the 
enemy, no matter for how brief a mo 
ment, is punishable by death, and 
some times the best of men have been 
shot for this seemingly small breach 
of discipline, which, nevertheless, is 
the most heinous crime in the whole 
military code. 


"I well recall our first court martial 


of a case of this kind. We were new 
to the business ourselves, but it was a 
flagrant breach, and to check Its repi- 
titlon it had to be dealt with accord- 
ing to the code of war 
The man was 


duly tried and sentenced 
I went to 


his lockup and read the death sen 
tence to him. 
He listened without 


seeming to understand what had taken 
place and that he was condemned to 
die. 


"That night I instructed an officer 


to call for a firing squad. Our firing 


squads are always composed of TO 
unteere—twelve men. Not a man TO 
unteered for the task. We had to 
commandeer a squad. 


"The prisoner was marched out 


dawn, stood quietly facing the levelled 
rifles, and died without faltering, 
am sure he never realized the gravity 
of his offense 
But war Is war Now 


it is different. 
The men know the 


value of discipline, know that a breach 
of discipline will endanger the livei 
of their comrades or even the safety 
of France and though breaches of this 
kind still occur, they are met in a 
different spirit Now if I call for a 
firing squad fifty men at once volun 
teer to do the work. 
Fortunately 


the occasions are rare 


Is the family notified that a man 


has been executed *" the interviewer 
asked 


"Yes and no," the ofllcer replied

lan, be he priest or puritan, must go

'These men who are sick of the 


ranches spend their time devising

o get an honorable discharge, they 
eem to think, is to wound themselves 
—shoot off their trigger finger and the 


ke This is a capital offense In time 
f war. 


'But the case I refer to Is that of a

The statement has been com- 
piled as an answer to Inquiries' as to 
the manner of distribution and the re- 
liability of the persons co-operating 
with the committee In the war cone. 


Russia has so far received $1,086,000 


of this money, the amount having been 
sent through Kubn. Loeb & Co. to the 
Azov Don bank of Petrograd for the 
Jewish Colonization association. The 
money has then been turned over to 
the central relief committee of Petro- 
grad. which l» composed of 100 repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish community 
there 
Before the evacuation of Rus- 


sian Poland. Lithuania, etc.. by tbe 
Russian troops the relief was dlstrlbut 
ed through the coo co-operative socie- 
ties established by the Colonization 
association in the various towns and 
villages. 
These societies bad been 


serving tbe Jewish people as savings 
and loan associations and were well 
adapted to the distribution of relief. 


To Germany. German Poland, etc.. 


$680,000 has thus far been sent to M 
M. Warburg & Co. of Hamburg an 
has been expended under the direction

recently all funds were forwarded to 
Dr Arthur Ruppin. head of the Palas- 
Una-Ami at Jaffa, who distributed the 
money among various local commit- 
tees. The funds are now being sent to 
Dr. C. A. Glazebrook, United States 
consul at Jerusalem. The actual work 
of distribution is being done by local 
committees jointly designated by the 
three American relief committees and 
the provisional Zionist committee.

After the close of tbe war Iwtnceii 


tbe states certain young men of the 
north—a number of them bad sorted 
In the Union army—thought that a fine 
opportunity offered to jgo south, buy 
some of the plantations tbat were to be 
had for a song and grow up with the 
country under the new system of free 
labor.

to communicate with the captured crew 
and led 'em don u to wbere arms was 
stored. Then we all turned on the 
cutthroats that rushed after us and. 
a-figbtln' for every inch, slowly drove 
'em back on deck, and by this time 
they'd got so thinned and demoralized 
that they begun to try to lower the 
boats and git an ay 
Some of 'em did, 


but tbe balance we either finished on 
the deck or they went over tbe side to 
drown. 


Durln' the fight the cap'n made for 


me with a cutlass and give me the 
blow that left that scar. He was run 
through the vitals by Tom Hawkins 
and lived about six hours. Knowln' 
that he was goin' to die, a big change 
came over him. He realized what he'd 
been dolu—a white man ruunin' a lot 
o' cutthroats. 'I've committed an un- 
pardonable sin.' he says, 'and I'm a-go- 
In' to suffer for It forever.

pitch me Into the brine, but I won't rest

o' New England, where I was born 
and was respected!

"His voice died out by this time, and 


purty soon there was a gurgle hi bis 
throat, and he was dead, We chucked

"Howsomcver, I don't know whether 


it was or whether It wasn't. What I 
do know is this: Five years after all 
this happened I was on a coaster and.
